FROM CANADA'S VIEWPOINT 

The final returns show that the Con- 
servatives hold 473 seats in the British 
House of Commons, against 142 repre- 
sentatives of all other parties. For the 
time the party alignment is not important, 
because a coalition government is in of- 
fice, and Stanley Baldwin is not the man 
to use his strong party battalion to 
ussassinate his colleagues and attain 
power by treachery. 

Later on, when the National govern- 
ment has fulfilled its undertaking and the 
inevitable break-up comes, either a Con- 
servative ministry will succeed it or an- 
other election will be called.

To cook orange juic 
with boiling water robs it of those
